Pay the Fare 


The honest debt-paying citizens of Alabama are urged to vote 
for a continuance of the three and a half mill tax authorized by 
the Constitution of 1901, to provide for the payment of this old 
debt so that a fund may be created to pay the interest and principal 
of the new debts of $2,690,000, which have been created since 
the date of the Constitution of 1901. 


As the continuance of the three and a half mill tax 
must be by an Amendment to the same Constitution that 
authorized its levy, this could not be done by a vote of the 
people of Mobile alone, but had to be by a vote of the 
entire state.

hospital improvements, Central Fire Station, library and incin- 
erators, amounting in the aggregate to $2,670,000, upon which 
the annual interest charge is $133,500. The interest and principal 
of this new debt cannot be paid out of the seven and a half mills 
authorized by the Constitution of 1901 to pay the expenses of the 
City government, and there must be some other provision for these 
funds or a default in their payment is inevitable. 


Default means costs, penalties, loss of credit and em- 
barrassment to Mobile, which would injure the credit of 
other Alabama cities.
